THE  MODULAR  PRACTICE  PROGRAM 
PURPOSE 

A  modular  clinical  practice  program  has  been  designed  to  provide  educational 
and  clinical  training  more  closely  approximating  the  "general"  practice  of  dentist- 
ry. The  program  has  been  designed  to  follow  from  the  present  curriculum. 

The  essential  feature  of  this  program  (four  day,  eight  session)  is  that  it  employs  a 
modular  practice  concept  which  insures  comprehensive  and  continuous  dental 
care  to  our  clinic  population  and  uses  dental  para-professionals  in  an  expanded 
fashion. 

Fourteen  third  year  and  fourteen  fourth  year  students  selected  randomly  will 
constitute  each  module  which  will  function  four  days  per  week.  Wednesday  will 
continue  to  be  reserved  for  electives  and  other  programs.
